.RUPEHT. March 9 -Recommendations of Minidoka coun- 
ty'.i fact finding committee for the schools were provision- 
ally rejected by the school trustees Monday. In.stead of ac- 
cepting the recommendationa of the committee, the trustees 
returned them to the committee and asked for more informa- 
tion.

With Moscow on Germany's future. 

If anything was learned at Berlin, It was 
that,the Soviet union has no intention,' either 
now or in the foreseeable future, of negotiat- 
ing any settlement of the German question 
which the west could accept. 

The only terms Russia offers are those 
which would sooner or later place Germany 
under the full domination of the Kremlin. 

Realistic Western diplomats understood 
when they went to Berlin how unlllcely a suit- 
able solution was. To be charitable, we might 
have granted to some others the privilege of 
questioning this gloomy calculation. JVfter 
a]l,-the_ Kremlin Js_undBr new management, 
and things could have changed. 

But Berlin provided a lesson for the moat 
skeptical. No ohe who read what Foreign 
Minister Molotov said there in his country's 
behalf could have any doubt about the'futu- 
Ity of talking "Germany" with the Russians. 

One can only greet with astonishment, 
therefore, the news that Bevan and company 
still believe that a conference with the Rus- 
sians win produce something worth while. 
How-ridiculous can-you-gefc? 

Some of these Bevanltes may hi Just plain 
auIRrttted. 'Bnt-that-hardly accounts- com- 
pletely for this weird appraisal of the world 
situation. There must be & better explanation. 

Genuine fear of a- tearmed Germany may
